Moscow would 
have forced the Weatem powcra In- 
to at least a semblance ot unity, 
even U the break of last November 
tiad been more nearly fatal. 

That this Is not the benellcent ia- 
tenllon of the Soviets need hsrdly 
be added. The. tough line «tows out 
ot Russia's own troubles at home 
and in the satellite bloc It is n 
venlent facade to hide the flsaures 
In-tho-cornmmitStTOHd;" 

It may have been connldered es- 
sential, too. in order to braten out 
the eo to 10 vote in the aaiembly on 
Hungary. Just here In the contrast 
txtween. Hungary and Sues the 
West can take great consolsUon. 
And tor the United Nations the 
Bchlevement-ln-thiniftmnsiinr 
Sues Is a matter for JuslUIsble 
pride. 

Created out of a desperate need 
to^top the conflict from sprcndlag, 
the hoE Uly" Imp rb vised United Na- 
tions emergency force was Inicr- 
poeed between Egypt and Israel, 
The presence of the UJJ. force was 
reluctantly accepted by both sides 
after agonizing negotiations that 
t hreatened ' reo eate rflv tn himlr 

UNEP is today potrollng the 
EgypUan-Israeh annlsUce line. It 
Is sUII, In a sense, an Improvised 
force In tlftt ways and means to 
sustain It. are not regular lied.. Bow 
the continuing cost— about as mil- 
lion dollars a year, roughly half 
the total UJI. budget— will be met 
has.not.bccn determined. How long 
the present troops contributed by 
the smnller powers can ktsy on duty 
on the armlstlca line Is another 
question. 

But whot Is important Is that 
UNEP has proved Itself as an Intcr- 
naUonai force capable ot maintain- 
ing the peace In a crlUcsI situation.
